Such is the case with the 
Upland city government. Up- 
land’s assessed valuation for 
1958-59 has been increased 
sharply. It is likely the coun- 
cilmen may reduce the basic 
tax rate due to this boost in 
valuation, 


For years a general tax 
rate of $1.28 prevailed here. 
That produced enough money 
for all the normal services. 
When economies can be 
made, the rate should be re- 
duced. . . . and that may be 
done by the councilmen to- 
night.

monga, 32 parts; Etiwanda, 
123; Chino, 63; Rialto, 119; and 
Fontana, 211. 

Dr. Middleton also claimed 
that ‘‘flouride effects in ani- 
mals are known.”’ He said that 
animals’ bones get too hard 
from the same flouride which 
protects teeth when used at a 
certain desired percentage. 
“But too much has a reverse

A traffic survey state 
highways and major county 
roads serving the Upland, On- 
tario, Pomona, Claremont and 
Chino areas is being conducted

s this week by the San Bernar- 


dino office of District Engineer 
Clyde V. Kane of the Division 
of Highways. Mr. Kane said 
the survey is being made in 
connection with general high- 
way planning and traffic stud- 
ies in this area. 

“In order to estimate the 
volumes of future traffic that 
can be expected on State high- 
ways,’ Kane stated, “brief 
roadside interviews are being 
conducted.’”’? Each driver is 
asked, ‘‘Where did this trip be- 
gin?” and ‘‘What is your des- 
tination?”’ If the answer to eith- 
er question indicates the San 
Bernardino-Riverside metropol- 
itan area, the Los Angeles me- 
tropolitan area, or the cities 
of Chino, Pomona, Ontario, Up- 
land or Montclair, the driver 
is asked to state the approxi- 


mate location in the area or 
city. 

Kane emphasized that no 
names, license numbers, or 
other identifying information 
are requested of motorists. 
“We are not interested in who 
is travling where,’’ he said, 


“but only in tallying how ma- 
ny trips are made on an aver- 
age day between various 
points.’’ 

The interview stationed are 
manned by Division of High- 
ways employes with the coop- 
eration and assistance of the 
California Highway patrol and 
local police agencies. Sampling 
methods used require stopping 
or interviewing only every sec- 
ond or third vehicle. 

County officials join Kare 
in urging local motorists to 
cooperate in the survey, since 
its purpose is to improve traf- 
fic conditions in this area.

With the receipt of a letter 
from the state highway depart- 
ment approving the city’s re- 
quest for a street improvement 
project, all the agencies con- 
cerned have said ‘“‘yes’’ to the 
placing of a grade crossing to 
connect North and South 
Second Ave. 

Detailed engineering plans 
and specifications have been 
approved and these will be 
observed by the railway com- 
panies in bringing the track 
levels to a uniform height. 
Yhree sets of rails of the San- 
ta Fe line and one set of rails 
owned by the Pacific Electric 
are on the right-of-way. Each 
firm will perform the work in 
bringing their rails to the 
scheduled height but the city 
will pay for the cost of this 
work. 

At an early date, an order 
will be placed for the automa- 
tic gates that will be estab- 
lised to block traffic from the 
crossing as trains approach. 

Upland city street depart- 
ment crews will do the work 
in connection with actual plac- 
ing of the new street across 
the tracks. City Manager El- 
win Alder and City Engineer 
Harold Wilder have handled 
the details in connection with 
getting the final approval. 

The project cost estimate is 
slightly in excess of $50,000, 
with the funds coming from 
the city’s share of the state 
gasoline tax fund. As more or 
less of a routine matter, the!
